In regards to Applicants' remarks, the following comments are made. 

Regarding rejection of the claims under 35 USC 112, first and second paragraph, Applicants provide the following arguments. 
The claims have been amended to recite "the 27 kDa Nla protease of tobacco etch virus", which is well-known in the art. 
This argument will require additional search and consideration. 

Regarding rejection of the claims under 35 USC 103(a), Applicants provide the following arguments. 

(1) There is no motivation to substitute elastase forTEV protease; the rejection is based on hindsight. 

(2) Combining the references, each fusion protein for reconstitution should comprise a single B-barrel structure. Based on this 
presumption, the dividing of the protease would have occurred in the hinge region between the B-barrel domains, i.e., between amino acids 
90 and 95. See Bazan, figures 2a and 3. In contrast, the specification discloses that the regions that are particularly useful for carrying out 
the method of invention are at a position between amino acids 60 and 80 or at a position between amino acids 95 and 120. 

Reply: 

(1 ) As explained in the prior actions, motivation to combine derives from the desire to detect binding partners. 

(2) The rejected claims are not limited to dividing the protease between amino acids 60 and 80 or at a position between amino acids 95 and 
120. 
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
